Paul, Uttle stock was taken in it, but 
facts came to light that proved there was 
cause for alarm on thc part of employes 
Mid citizeus who knew the inside ar- 
rangements. 


Employes of the immense factory and 


citizens called upon President Martin L. 
Smith of thu association and requested 
that tho matter be discussed, having be- 
come com-inccd of tho sincerity o£ the 
proposition to thu.company to Isave the 


1 ttJty. On the strength'of this President 


Snfith invited oiliccrs of,the J, I. Case T. 
M. company to appear bofoVft'-the asso- 
ciation last evening and enlighten the 
members as to the true status of the sit- 
uation. 


Richard T. Robinson, president of thc 


company, and Mr. Melntyre, superinten- 
dent of the plant, were present at the 
meeting and both gave a plain and busi- 
ness like sUitemeait of the situation. Mr. 
Hobiiisou said plainly that the company 
did not have room for a modem plant; 
that the business has grown from that 
of six months per year to twelve months 
and overtime at that. The company al- 
ready ban orders for 2,400 separatoi-s and 
700 or 800 engines and they desiied to 
commence turning them out right xway. 
They-have not storage room for half of 
them. Ho believed
